PANTS NEW FILTER 


SENIMENT ATION BASIN NO GOOD 


Public Works Commissioner Proposes 
an Expenditure of $20,000 for New 
Engine anda Mechanical Filter. 


At Friday evening’s council meeting 


Commissioner Hargreaves peace te 
the {plowing report recommending 
the. duplication of the city pumping 


plant at a cost of $20,000. 

After / discussion Mr. . Hergreaves 
was asked to report at next meeting 
as to the additional cost of extending 
12 inch main from the power house to 
Victoria avenue, 

“Re provision of duplicate pumping 
plant at the power -house. 

“It is. recommended that the sum of 

$20,006 be provided for installation 
of :— 

1. A triple expansion plunger 
pumping engive, capable of supplying 
1,006 gallons per minute in new en- 
zine pit to be about 35 feet below cn- 
gine room floor. 

2. A mechanical pressure filter 
with reverse current clearing devices. 

3%. A duplication of the present 12 
inch water main from the power house 
as far as the new main on Saskatche- 
wan avenue. 


The ndvantages gained by this work 
would be :— 

1. The certainty of water supply ‘to 
the eity in case of aceident to the pre- 
sent. apparatus, the city now depend- 


ing on one .puBip and one water main. 

2. The abolition of present deep 
well pumps which entail practically a 
double consumption of steam  hbe- 
sides being a source of continual ex- 
pepse in repairs, 

3. The abolition of the so. called 
settling basin which now seems merely 
is a receiver from the deep well 
pumps but jis of no use as a means of 
purifying the water. Besides there is 
a considerable leakage from this basin 
vhich means extra pumping 

4. The provision of pure wate: 


in- 


stead of the muddy article as iz now 
{requently the case. This will be a- 
chieved by the provision of the pro- 
posed mechanical filter. To | provide 
this filter it is proposed to utilize and 


eniarge existing material at the plant, 

5. Economy of operation. It 
being estimated that there will result 
from the improvement proposed an 
mmediate saving of repairs, etc., to 
leep well pumps of about $250 per 
innum and of some $1100 of water 
works share of fuel, making a saving 
of some $1350 per annum which wili 
set off the interest upon the proposed 
plant.”
